The President on His Way 
Through Texas. 


He Makes @ Pleasant Little Speech 
before Leaving San Antonio. 


Gov. Markham Starts South to Re- 
ceive Him at Yuma. 


San Diego’s Programme for Honor- 
Ing the Chief Magistrate—Mexico 
Arranges a Graceful Tribute 
of Respect. 


By Telcgraph to The Times. 

SAN ANTONTO(Tex.,) April 20.—The 
Presidential party arrived ‘here at9 
o'clock this morning, aud notwith- 
standing a heavy rain which was fall- 
ing the reception was enthusiastic. 
The President was received with a 
military salute of twenty-one guns. 
On leaving the train the party were 
taken in carriages to the Grand Opera 
House, which was beautifully deco- 
rated for the occasion. Addresses of 
welcome were made by Gov. Hogg and 
Mayor Callahan, and responded to by 
the President, Secretary Rusk and 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker 

The President expressed his pleasure 
for the opportunity of visting the his- 
toric city and added: 

I rejoice that you have here so great a 
commonwealth, 0 great industrial capabil- 
ities, a beneficient climate that spreads over 
much of your vast territory. The great 
variety of productions which your soll and 
climate render possible, give promise for 
the future of prominence among the great 
States, that can scarcely fail to bring ‘Texas 
to the front rank. |Cheers.| The advant- 
age which you have to transmute the great 
productions of your fields into manufacwured 
products are very «creat. There can cer- 
tainly be no reason why a large partof the 
million bales of cotton which you produce 
should notbe spun in Texas. [Cheers.| I 
hope your people will more and -more turn 
their thoughts to this matter, for justin 
proportion as & community or State 
suitably divides its energies among 
the various industries so does it re- 
tain the wealth it produces, and 
increase its population. |Applause.j| My 
fellow citizens, the pride of America, that 
which should attract admiration and bas at- 
tracted the admiration of nany people upon 
the f ce of the earth, isoursystem of gov- 
ernment.

MORE RECIPROCITY. 


Features of the New Treaty 
with Spain. 


It Will Open Cuban Ports to Products 
of This Country. 


Million Dollars. 


Spain Forced to Make Concéssions 
Through Fear of Revéltin Her 
Colonies in the West 
Indies. 


By Telegraph to The ‘Times. 

April 20.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.}] The _ reciprocity 
convention between Spain and the 
United States provides that io return 
for the privilege of free entry into the 
United States of Antilles sugars, mo- 
lasses, coffee and hides, America will 
obtain exemption from duties on most 
of her raw and manufactured products, 
and a reduction of the tariff on cereals 
and flour. The negotiations were pro- 
tracted on cereals, flours and oils, in- 


cluding petroleum aod lard. 
The same question in regard to 
tobacco was also raised, but 


not coming within the scope of the re- 
ciprocity section of the American 
tariff, it was put aside. Premier Can- 
ovas offered protracted resistance to 
the abolition of the tariff on flour 
owing to the protests of Spanish 
traders. Eventually representations 
that American reciprocity would be 
impossible without the free admission 
of American cereals induced Premier 
Canovas to assent to sucha reduc- 
tion of tariff as will place American 
flour upon nearly an equal footing 
with Spanish flour. Santander 
merchants deciare that taking into 
consideration the cost of trausportation 
American flour will crush out the 
Spanish product in the Spanish West 
Indies. Cuba now consumes 500,000 
barrels of flour yearly, chiefly Spanish, 
which enters free of duty, and pays for 
it $12 per barrel. ‘The trade in Ameri- 
can flour, burdened with an extra duty 
of 20 per cent since 1559, bas been com- 
pletely wiped out tothe advantage of 
the Spanish product. Underthe new 
convention the entry of American flour 
practically free of duty, will lower the 
price to about 36 per barrel, and will 
extinguish the importation of Spanish 
flour while increasing Cuba’s cousump- 
tion to 1,000,000 barrels yearly, ali of 
which will be the American product. 
if the pressure of interests 
phad not been counteracted by the de- 
mands of the Cuban commission, Ca- 
novas would have deciined to make 
such concessions. The propect of a 
dangerous tension of the relations of 
Spain with Cuba and Porto Kico, re- 
suiting possibly in civil war, obliged 
the government to sacrifice home in- 
dustries to colonial interests. 

Under the new convention America 
will obtain a kind of zollverein with 
the Spanish Antilles. Lhe wheat, 
beans, flour, lard, petroleum, manu- 
factured products and machinery will 
enter practically {ree of duty. Among 
other Spanish exports olive oil will be 
replaced by American lard, and beans 
now exported to Cuba in large quan- 
tities, will cease to be sent. 

The advautages resulting to Cuba 
will be great, but it is impossible to 
estimate the injury to Spanish trade.

“In regard to the communication of the 
Citizens’ Water Company stating that by 
reason of the change in the bed of the river 
it bas become necessary to go furtber u 
the stream and upon the land of the Provi- 
dencia Land and Water Company in order 
to build a dam which will force the water 
into the ditch, that the company has secured 
the privilege from the Providencia Land 
and Water Company to erect said 
dam, but that the company objects to any 
water being diverted into the ditch, which 
will be sold to irrigators outside of the city’s 
limits, and the company threatens to close 
up the ditch for that reason. The Provi- 
dencia Land and Water Company has been 
contending for quite a while that the city 
bad only the right to the waters of the Los 
Angeles River for the purpose of supplying 
the inhabitants thereof with water, and not 
the right to use any portion thereof for the 
purpose of sale to parties outside of the 
city’s limits. It is not necessary at this 
time to discuss the question as to whether 
this claim is correctiy made, asthe city un- 
doubtedly has the right to divert all the 
water of the river into the ditch if itso de 
sires. If this company has the right to dic- 
tate the amount of water the city can divert 
into its ditch, it practically has the right to 
dictate the amount of water to be used by 
each individual in the city. I apprehend 
that the company will not endeavor to set- 
tle the question of the right of the city to 
sell water to parties outside of the city by 
attempting to stop the divergence by the 
city of the waters of the river into the main 
supply ditch, but will raise the question in 
another way. 1 would, therefore recom- 
wend that bo attention be paid to this 
threat.”” Adopted. 

COUNTY HOSPITAL NUISANCE. 

On motion of Councilman Kees, the 
Health Officer was instructed to abate the 
nuisance existing near the County Hospital, 
caused by running the sewage of that insti- 
tution into stagnant water wear by. Health 
Officer MacGowan remarked that the only 
way to abate the nuisance would be to close 
the hospital.

E. W. Jones presented a resolution 
adopted by the property-owners at St. Vin- 
cent’s Hall Saturday evening, asking that 
the Council instruct the City Attorney to 
commence proceedings to compe! all persons 
occupying Broadway to vacate the same. 

Another petition was also presented, ask- 
ing that the city abandon all right to the 
twenty feet claimed by the city, and that a 
further of one week be 
granted in which to complete arrange- 
ments, 

Elijah Workman also spoke briefly 
against taking property frem innocent pur- 
chasers without compensation. 

Ex-Counciiman Frankenfeld also spoke 
on the subject, briefly giving a history of 
the proceedings for the opening of Broad- 
way, and argued that nothing was to be 
gained by delay. He thought the matter 
should be settied. 

Mr. Schaliert said that he had bought his 
property in good faith, had balit on it, and 
that if the street was opeved through the 
tract, it would amount to a virtual coufisca- 
tion of his property. 

Dr. Sanborn, another property owner, re- 
gretted that the question bad been raised 
in regard tothe opening of Broadway to 
‘Pweifth, but he- could*see no. way.out of 
the difficulty unless the City Attorney could 
point out the method. 

Jobn Caveil protested against the confis- 
cation of the property of innocent purcha- 
sers, and thougit thatevenif there wasa 
legal claim, as a matter of equity, the rights 
of these property-owners, should be con- 
sidered. 

After some further talk, Councilman Rees 
moved that further consideration be post- 
poued fortwo weeks, in order to give the 
property-owuers time to censult among 
th emseives. 

Counciiman McGarry said that as be had 
been the innocent cause of raising this 
vexed question, he hoped that the result of 
luquiry would be to confirm the innocent 
purchasers in their property rights.

A Chinese laundryman named Ah Sui 
was found dead yesterday morning in the 
vicinity of La Canada, with bis throat cut 
and several bad gashes about the body, 
evidently inflicted by a knife, the result of 
a fight. The otber participant in the affray 
escaped before the officers got on the scene 
of action. He is thought to be in Los An- 
geles. One other celestial was found at 
the wash bouse where the fight occurred, 
but be denied all kuowledge of the proceed- 
ings. i 

Coroner Weldon went out to the scene, 
and held an inquest, but nothing Was 
brought out which threw any light on the 
murder, andthe jury returoed a verdict 
that the deceased had come to his death 
from the effects of knife wounds at the 
hands of some person or persons unknown. 

The story told by the partuer of the dead 
man, Shee Yuen, who was in the bouse 
wher the Cuinawan was killed, was to the 
effect that be tad been asleep, but was 
awakened by a noise, when he cried out. 
He beard some oue running alway, and then 
all was quiet. The heathen then went to 
sleep, Without waking auy investigation, 
and knew notliug abouttne murder untii 
the woraing, When he discovered bis part- 
ner lying dead in his bed. ‘This was his 
story, aud it was ali tuat cowid be got vut of 
bim. 

TUE ARREST. 

At 8 o’clock Ulliver Bevan arrested Tung 
Shee Yuen in Cuinatowm and locked Lim 
upin the central station on a charge of 
murder, Yuen was the only occupant of 
the house with Sui Sundapwnignt, su tur as 
is known, the Leadg.of the two Cuina- 
men were oniy -@ few feetapart. When 
Yuen got up yesterday morning be looked 
up four in La Cailada and wid 
them that Sui bed been murdered 
during the night. He conducted them to 
the house and broke the door open with a 
hatchet, ‘bere was Dotbing to show that 
violence bad beev used belore in epening 
the door. Xuen stated that during the 
night he beard Sui call “Murder, belp,’’ 
and be ansvered bia but got no reply and 
thought Sui was crying out ip bis sleep, 

Another suspicious thing about Yuen is 
that be bad ou dillerent clothes yesterday 
and the suit be wore Sunday could not be 
found. Itis believed by the officers that he 
burned the old exes during the bight, as 
they were covered with blood. 

Dui was about to return to China, and it 
is believed by his friends that he hada 
large sum of money on his person, as he 
was ao industrious, hard-working teliow, 
and never squacdered his money.

Tne City Council yesterday very 
properly appropriated $1000 toward the 
Presidential entertainment fund. The 
only opponent of the measure was 
Councilman Summerland. This is 
probably the first case on record in 
which Mr. Summerland has figured in 
the Council as an advocate of re- 
trenchment. 


A MADRID dispatch this morning 
gives some interesting particulars of 
the new reciprocity treaty with Spain, 
just concluded. Ly this treaty, in re- 
turn for the free entry into the United 
States of Antilles sugars, molasses, 
coffee and hides, America will obtain 
exemption from duties on most of her 
raw and manufactured products, and 
a reduction of the tariff on cereals and 
flour. It is believed that this will 
open a market in the Spanish West 
Indies for 1,000,000 barrels yearly of 
American flour. We shall also obtain 
&® monopoly of the trade in beans. 
Both of these products being grown 
largeiy in California, this State will 
benefit by the reciprocity treaty. 


CALIFORNIA ranchers will receive 
high prices, not only for their wheat, 
but also for their cattle. An Omaha 
special says that during last winter the 
great scarcity of grain throughout 
Kansas and Dakota caused stockmen 
to dispose of their cattle at any price. 
Now great fear is entertained by stock- 
men of these States lest they be unable 
to secure cattle this season. Arrange- 
ments are being made to have a great 
number shipped from Texas and Cali- 

fornia. Oranges are also bringing a 
high price. If deciduous fruits follow 
the lead, many extra millions of dol- 
lars will come into California this year 
for products. 

Scions of wealthy families in the 
East, who have inherited their wealth 
and have never kuown what it is to 
work, are following in the course of a 
similar class iu Europe. The heir to 
$250,000 recently set fire to his rooms 
in New York to obtain $400 insurance. 

Berry Wall, formerly known as ‘*King 
of the Dudes,’ has been suspended by 
a club for disgraceful conduct while 
drunk. Freddy Gebhardt, who had 
$60,000 a year, is sick from excesses. 

The New York Merchant Tailors’ As- 
sociation has found it necessary to sell 
at auction accounts held against some 
of the jeunesse dorce of the metropolis, 
and thus expose them as dead beats. 
At the first sale, claims to the samonnt 
of $317,000 were sold, in detail, for an 
uggregate of $5000. All of which

HARD TIMES AMONG FARMERS 
AND THE REMEDY, 


The number of remedies which are 
suggested for the ills of which the 
American farmer complains are as 
uumerous and conflicting as those 
which are proposed for the grip. From 
Senator Stanford down, politico-social 
quacks have taken the farmer in hand 
as if he were an interesting case in a 
hospital, and have prescribed for his 
sufferings according to their ideas or 
interests. Nearly all these schemes 
are founded on the supposition that 
the American farmer is a helpless in- 
dividual—a sort of public charge—who 
must be looked after by a paternal’gov- 
ernment and brought up by hand, as it 
were. All this sort of thing must be 
very annoying and humiliating to the 
sturdy, independent agriculturists of 
the United States. There are not 
wanting those among them who ex- 
press their dissatisfaction through the 
press. 

In arecent issue ofgthe New York 
Independent, H. L. Reade of Jewett 
City, Conn., hasan article under the 
heading: ‘“‘Is the trouble with the 
farmer?”’ which offers a thoroughly 
practical cure for hard times among 
farmers. For six generations his 
ancestors have occupied 320 acres of 
land, half of which is sandy loam, the 
other haif being hard, rocky, stony up- 
land, little of it suitable for cultivated 
crops, but most of it fair pasture, and 
some of it excellent for rye. During 
each of the 205 years since this farm 
came into possession of the family 
money has been made out of it “with 
extraordinary exceptions.”” He at- 
this success to several 


causes. 

(1) His forefathers never had any other 
employment than farming, and were fordéd 
to “plan wisely and farm weli’”’ to support 
their families. His father kept himself in- 
lormed as to the farm products likely to 
command good prices, and gave most atten- 
tion to those which promised the best re- 
turns, Forinstance: If wool was likely to 
be in demand ata paying price, he increased 
his flock of sheep; if pork would, in ail 
probability, sellat a profit in autumn, he 
did not dispose of his spring pigs, but kept 
them for fattening in the fall; and so on in 
other lines from year to year. 

(2) His father looked upon the farm asa 
plant or tactory, which, to be profitably 
operated, required improvement tending to 
increase its yield. lie regarded the collec- 
tion and preparation of waste material for 
fertilizing purposes as “his savings bank, 
his repository of wealth. Here he put every- 
thing that time or manipulation or absorp- 
tion of compounding would make into 
manure, and when made he used it gener- 
ously and where it would help production 
the most and last the longest.” 

And (3) during all these years of remun- 
erative farming the family lived mainiy 
from the products of the farm. Rye was 
raised after the days of wheat, and bread 
made ofthe flour. Corn was raised and 
bread made ot the meal alone, or mixed 
with that of rye; potatoes, beans, sweet 
corn, etc., found their way to the family 
table; and so of fruits, both in voriety and 
abundance. ‘The trouble is that far too 
many of our farmers do not put thought 
into their business, and are not content to 
be simply well fed, well-dressed, strong, 
sterling mep and women. The best and 
most useful is compatible with this kind of 
iife, and when our farming population live 
it, the senseless talk about bard times for 
farmers will cease, and permanent pros- 
perity will be sure to follow, 


That is tosay, the farmers referred 
to were not above their business, 
studied it, and gave it their undi- 
vided attention, as men in other lines 
of business have to do to theirs. It the 
farmers will do this, we shail hear less 
of hard times among them and they 
willnot beso frequently insulted by 
political quacks who prescribe for them 
Government pap. 


In view of the wonderful jadustrial 
changes which the President bas wit- 
nessed during his progress through the 
South, the New York Press recalis the 
following reference to the Southern 
States, made by himin bis inaugural 
address: 


Mill fires were lighted at the funera! pyre 
of slavery. Theemancipation prociamation 
was heard in the deptis of the earth as well 
as in the sky—men were made free, and ma- 
terial things becaime our better servants. 


The sectional elemept has happily been 
eliminated from the tdrit discussion. We 
have no longer States that are pmecessarily 
only planting States. Nome.are exciuded 
from achieving that diversification of pur- 
suits Among the people which brings wealth 
aud contentment. The cotton plantation 
willnot be less valuable when the product 
is spun in the country town by operatives 
whose Decessities call for diversified crops 
and create a home demand for garden and 


furbace abd lactoly is an extension of the 
productive capacity of the State more real 
aud valuabie than added territory. 


Dx. Kocu, who has recently returned 
from the Nile, now recommends the 
building of villas at Thebes for con- 
sumptive patients. If he would pay a 
visit to Los Angeles, we think he could 
be convinced that the slopes of the San 
Gabriel valley would be equally effica- 
cious for invalids,and certainly a much 
pleasanter location than Egypt, where

WHY PACIFIC COAST MANUFAC- 
TURES LANGUISH. 


We publish in this issue a most 
timely and interesting communication 
to the San Francisco Journal of Com- 
merce from Samuel Swift, in reply toa 
request from that paper for an expres- 
sion of opinion as to the cause of the 
apparent gradual decline of the manu- 
facturing interests on this Coast. 

Mr. Swift shows very forcibly that 
eastern competition and the high price 


of fuel are only remote causes 
of this decline. The main cause 
he finds in the injury which 


the manufacturing industries of the 
Coast have received at the hands of the 
labor unions, which, instead of trying 
to build up manufacturing, have been 
doing their best to destroy it. As this 


writer shows, the effect of strikes has 


been more disastrous on this Coast than 
inthe Eastern States, for the reason 
that, being so isolated and so far from 
labor centers, it is difficult to sup- 
ply the places of strikers. The labor 
agitators and their foolish follow- 
ers doubtiess congratulate themselves 
on this fact. as an advantage to them.

Where 
would they be? 

We commend the nernsal of this ar- 
ticle to all intelligent workingmen. 
Their interests here, as elsewhere, are 
identical with those of employers of 
labor, whatever professional agitators, 
who labor-only with their mouths, may 
tell them to the contrary. ‘I'he pros- 


perity of themselves and their families | 


depends on the prosperity of the man- 
ufacturing industry. If they, by their 
wilful persistence in an unreasonable, 
illegal and un-American course,should 
succeed in killing the manufacturing 
industry on this Coast, they themselves 
will be the chief sufferers. 


THE ORANGE CARNIVAL.

A 
special dispatch to the Chronicle re- 
ports President Wells as saying that 
if the great show cost ten times what 
it will cost, and not one cent is taken 
in at the door, the State would be the 
winner by the advertising it receives.

Why They Do not Flourish 
in California. 


THE FAULTS OF LABOR UNIONS 


Through Frequent and Unnecessary 
Strikes They Have Dealt the 
Industry a Deadly Blow— 
Arrogant Boycotters. 


Samuel Swift writes as follows to 
the San Francisco Journal Com- 
merce: 

Editor Daily Journal of Commerce— 
Dear Srr: In reply to your re- 
quest for an expression of opinion from 
me with reference to the cause of the 
apparent gradual decline of the manu- 
facturing interests on this Coast, which 
would seem to mean, if continued, its 
ultimate extinction, I beg leave to Say, 
in my humble opinion, that while there 
may be, and doubtless are, some re- 
mote causes, such as eastern competi- 
tion with low-priced labor, high price 
of coal, etc., which would operate to 
produce this effect to a limited extent 
only, still, to my mind and ob- 
servation, the great and overshadow- 
ing cause lies in the deadly blow this 
industry has received at the hands of 
the various labor unions and laborers 
whom it supports, whose energies, 
instead of being exerted in as 
down and destroying, should have 
been engaged to uphold and sustain 
for themselves the institution that 
bears and produces for them ~ the 
golden egg. 

The manufacturers on this Coast 
have been as liberal as eastern com- 
petition and other minor drawbacks 
would permit, and laborers who de- 
sired to earn their wages and had an 
eye for the interest of their employers 
have always received good and sufli- 
cient compensation, not only enabling 
them to support their families, buat 
with the frugal to build for them- 
selves permanent homes, and no 
complaintof any moment that was 
founded in justice has ever been main- 
tained against them. 

But first, in order to get a proper 
view of the situation, we must look 
into these labor organizations a little 
and see towhat the laboring masses 
are tending. Such societies are useful 
and laudable wher conducted 80 as to 
benefit their members without inter- 
fering with the rights and privileges of 
others; but, sad to say, such is not the 
character of the leading labor unions 
of the present day, who say boldly to 
their employers: ‘“*You sball or you 
shall not employ this man or that man, 
as we see fit to dictate to you, whether 
it suits your pleasure or not;”’ and who 
say as boldly tothe laborer who has 
the independence to refrain from join- 
ing a union, “join us, or we will hound 


yon from pillar to pest. and drive you 
and your family to starvation 
if you have the temerity to 
do as you please’ instead of 


allowing us to dictate for you.”’ But 
who gave these men the right to thus 
unlawfully assemble and transgress 


‘the fundamental law of the land, to 


trample upon the Constitution of the 
United States, the great cnarter of 
American liberty which our fathers 
fought, bled and died to achieve, estab- 
lish and maintain, bequeathing it to us 
as a precious legacy? This Constita- 


tion guarantees to” every American” 


citizen eguai rights and privileges, 
which are as sacred to him as his life 
—rights and privifegay conferred by no 
other government in the world and en- 
joyed by no other people on the face of 
the earth. 2 

These labor unions all over the 
country, who are dictating to this man 
and that man how he shall conduct 
his private business, whom he sball 
and whom he shall not employ; who 
make and establish odious rules 
forthe goverament of factories and 
workshops, and who enforce the same 
by intimidation and strike, are setting 
vile and impious feet upon the Consti- 
tution of the United States and de- 
serve no better fate than he who would 
sacrilegiously tread upon the Ameri- 
can flag, and where is the man with 
one spark of the spirit of American 
liberty in his bosom who will tamely 
submit to such arrant and unblushing 
despotism as this, in our own beloved 
country ot cherished American free- 
dom! Those who have capital must, 
and under such circumstances will, 
seek other channels for its invest- 
ment, and the manufacturing and 
other sympathetic interests will lan- 
guish and perish. 

The effect ofjthese strikes has been 
more disastrous upon this Coast than 
in the Eastern States, for the reason 
that being so isolated and so far from 
the center of the laboring masses that 
those who desired to atep in and take 
the places of the strikers could not 
reach us. This gave the unions a de- 
cided advantage in pressing their un- 
lawful resistance, so that even the few 
who were assisted to reach our Coast 
were so outrageously boycotted and in- 
timidated that they were afraid to go 
to work when they arrived here. 

Every man has the right under our 
Constitution to pursue his own busi- 
ness in his own way as he pleases for 
himself, to employ and discharge those 
whom he sees Bt. Shall a laborer un- 
der the false garb of an American citi- 
zen deny to any one these inherent 
rights? Shalla foreigner fresh from 
his old mother country, bewildered 
with suchrights and privileges aa he 
never before dream of, much less 
expected to enjoy, have the audacity 
to dispute and deny to an American 
citizen, in his own country, the plain- 
est prerogatives that could be imag- 
ined? Shall an American’ citizen suf- 
ter, endure, tolerate or submit to such 
brazen effrontery? 

It 1s every man’s privilege and ceo 
to quit work whenever ho is dissatistied 
with his employer from any cause 
whatever, and to seek and obtain em- 
ployment elsewhere if he chooses to do 
so; but to browbeat, boycott and to 
injure his employer because he does 
not run his business to suit the notions 
of the employed, demand that the sous 
ot Americau citizens shall not be per- 
mitted to enter a workshop in their 
own country as an apprentice to learn 
a trade except in such numbers and 
under such restrictions as the grown 
up and bearded foreigners who may be 
employed there shall please to dictate 
—shali we, as American citizens, stand 
back and be thus unlawfully run over 
and run down? Are not our laws 
made iu pursuance of the Constitution 
sufficient to furnish protection as well 
for the employer as for the employed? 
If not, then, indeed, is American lib- 
erty fast becoming a farce. 

W hat the particular course to pursue 
should be, that both the employer and 


| the employed may be secure in the en- 


joyment of the rights of each under 
our laws, is for wiser heads than mine 
to determine, but seems 
clearer to me than that the laws are 
amplé if properly invoked to put a 
stop to these vicious practices and un- 
lawful infliction of injuries, whjle if 
suffered to go by default, and so ‘ong 
as this dastardly menace is permitted 
to continue uninterrupted, so long will 
the manufacturing industry continue 
todeciine.* 

Apparently the greatest obstacle to 


| 


the correction of this evil lies in the 
political aspect which it bears or seems 
to have assumed, as every man, no 
matter how low his intelligence or his 
character, even a felon so long as he is 
atlarge and undetected, is either a 
voter or a would-be voter whose influ- 
ence for that vote is desired and 
courted, and so strong is this influence 
as a mass that our public journals, 
who should be the champions of the 
liberties of the whole people, remain 
as silent as possible upon this great 
question for fear of disturbing the ele- 
ment that may hold the balance of 
political power. 

Volumes could be written upon this 
great and momentous question which 
ever threatens to sap the stability of 
the foundations of our Government, 
but I leave it to wiser and abler heads 
to do the subject its full measure of 
ustice,

[The records of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eneral’s office show that the strength of 
the Army of the Potomac on the 3lst 
of March, 1862, before it took the field 
on the Peninsula, amounted to 
an aggregate, in officers and 
men, present and absent, of 
214,983, and 446 pieces of field artillery. 
This force included the troops in the 
Shenandoah, on the Potomac, and at 

ostsin the vicinity of Washington. 

xclusive of detachments necessary to 
garrison the defenses of Wasnington 
and Alexandria, to retain Manassas 
and Warrenton, to watch the valley of 
the Shenandoah and guard the Mary- 
land shore of the Potomac, both above 
and below the capital, which together 
mustered 55,000 strong, the Potomac 
army proper, intended by its com- 
mander, Gen, McClellan, to act as 
a solid body for field operations, 
represented aforce, on the rolis, of 
158,000 men. The strength of the op- 
posing Confederate army, under Jos- 
eph E. Johnston, was given in Febru- 
ary, 1862, as 56,392 “present in camp,”’ 
present for duty, 47,306. McClellan’s 
aggregate, present for duty, for the 
same month, was 150,000in round num- 
bers, excluding troops in the Valley and 
in Maryland. On the 26th of June the 
Confederate force was officially re- 
ported at 80,000. At Gaines’s Mill. 
June 27, McClelian found 70,000 of the 
enemy on the left bank of the Chick- 
abominy. Atthe same time another 
large Confederate force lay between 
the Chickahominy and the rebel capi- 
tal.—Eb. Times. |

“Hoodling” by Letter-carriers Must 
Be Stopped. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Maj. Pol- 
lock, superintendent of the free deliv- 
ery division of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, will next week visit a number 
of the larger cities of the East and 
Central West, extending his tour as far 
west as St. Louis. Maj. Pollock said 
Phat this ot a tour of inspectio 

ut was merely designed to make suc 
practical suggestions as he might 
think would benefit the service. ‘the 
Major said that much sensational 
matter had been printed by the 
newspapers relative to *‘hoodling.”’ It 
has been stated that the letter-carriers 
in all the larger cities have been in the 
habit of charging up time as having 
been consumed in the actual delivery 
of the mail, while in fact these carriers 
did not actually work all of the time so 
charged. ‘The idea of the Postmaster- 
General,’’ said Maj. Pollock today, ‘‘is 
to correct all abuses of the lenient laws 
which govern the carriers and to bring 
the carrier service of the country as 
near perfection as possible. I intend 
making a tour of the principal cities 
to make such suggestions for the better- 
ment of the service as may seem need- 
ful, and to correct the erroneous ideas 
which may bave found lodgment in the 
minds of the carriers as to the Depart- 
ment’s purpose in its efforts to suppress 
‘hoodling’ or the shirking of duty by 
the letter-carriers. Itshould be under- 
stood that the Postoffice Department 
is not waging any war upon the car- 
riers, but is merely endeavoring to cor- 
rect abuses wherever they may be 
found. The hours of the letter-carrier 
under the eight-hour law are most 
liberal, and the Department expects, 
and will insist that each carrier, while 
on duty shall give his entire attention 
to hia duties. The aim of the Post- 
master-General in this matter is to 
bring the carrier service up to the 
highest point of efficiency, and to ac- 
complish this purpose I propose to visit 
a number of the larger cities.”’

Himself.

SAN FRANcIisco, April 20.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The Coroner, this 
morning, commenced an inquest on the 
death of Emily Fossum, the woman 
whose body was found in the rear of 
her store, on Stockton street, a few 
days ago. No new facts were brought 
to light by the inquest, and the inves- 
tigation went over until next Monday.

THE DEADLY STILETTO. 


‘BLOODY AFFRAY IN AN ITALIAN 
FAMILY. 


Two Members Killed, a Third Fa- 
tally Stabbed—Attempted Robe. 
bery the Cause of the 
Ghastly Tragedy. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A terrible tragedy 
was enacted in the Italian quarters at 
Hoboken early this morning. Angelo 
Gaboth and wife came to spend the 
night at the home of Mrs. Gaboth’s 
parents, Antonio Chincella and wife, 
Gaboth was a shiftless fellow, and in 
view of the tragedy it is probable that 
last night’s visit was a deliberate plot 
to rob the OChincellas. About 1 
o'clock this morning Gaboth arose 
and entering the room where his wife 
was sleeping with her mother, plunged 
a stiletto into the old woman’s abdo- 
men, killing her. The fact that his 
wife remained perfectly quiet with her 
mother’s blood spurting over ber is 
taken as evidence of the fact that she 
was a party to the horrible plot. 

Gaboth then went into the next room 
and thrust the stiletto into the neck of 
old Chincella, meaning to end his 
fathor-in-law’s life with one blow. He 
missed the vital spot, however, and the 
old man gave a cry which aroused his 
two sons in the nextroom. One of 
them seized the stiletto and sprang at 
the murderer like a tiger. 

A fierce contest followed, the men 
fighting up and down the room, strik- 
ing at each other. Suddenly Gaboth’s 
wife sprang out of bed and tried to 
separate the combatants, receiving 
two serious stabs. ‘he older of the 
sons seized her and pulled her away, 
and let the combatants fight it out. 

A moment later Gaboth flung up his 
arms with a loud cry and fell dead. 
Young Chincolla had driven his stil- 
etto through his left eye into the 
brain, 

Young Chincella went at once to the 
police station and reported the occur- 
rence. He was seriously cut. His 
sister’s injuries are not dangerous, but 
the old man will probably die. The 
bodies of Mrs. Chincella and Gaboth 


were taken to the morgue.

Portugal Again Excites the 
Wrath of England. 


The Seizure of the Willoughby Party 
Causes Great Indignation. 
British Colonists in South Africa Said 

, to Be in Peril 


Other Foreign News—Verdict for 
' the Defendant In a Sensational 
London Breach-of-Prom- 
ise Sulit.

Lonpon, April 20.—[By Cable and 
Associated fPress.]. Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Durban, South Af- 
rica, show that the Portuguese author- 
ities are taking a high hand in Mashon 
land. The latest instance of their hcs- 
tility to British in that district is 
likely to cause a further tension in the 
relations between the governments of 
Great Britain and Portugal. There 
are a number of British colonists who 
settled in Mashouland, and mails des- 
tined to them are carried by way of 
Beira, a Portuguese settlement. A 
hort time ago, upon arrivai of British 
mail sacks at Beira, the Portuguese 
authorities held them and refused to 
allow them to be carriedio their des- 
tination. Great indignation on the 
_part of British colonists was aroused 
be this high-handed proceeding. 
« Further details regarding the firing 
upon the British steamer Agnes, which 
as engaged in conveying an expedi- 
ion, and seizure of cargo and boats 
engaged in the same service, show tuat 
. Mol. Willoughby, commanding the Ag- 
hes, endeavored to secure the release 
pf his vessel by paymené of the usual 
customs duty of 3 per cent., imposed by 
the Portuguese. ‘Lhe oflicials refused 
accept this payment and ordered 
the British flag hauled down and 
‘hoisted the Portuguese flag in its place. 
The Portuguese declare the British ex- 
bluded from the Peagive River, which 
the boats were navigating when seized, 
nd which is the chief water route to 
‘Mashonland. Several British colonists 
ibave been imprisoned and most of the 
British settlers bave returned from 
‘Masbonland on account of the arbi- 
trary.action of the Portuguese. There 
‘is every evidence that a serious rup- 
ture is impending between the Portu- 
guese and British authorities. 
. LONDON, April 20.—a telegram from

The boom in the wheat market continued 
today and was accompamied by another ad- 
vance in the price of flour. The local 
agents of northern brands of flour were 
notified late Saturday afternoon of a rise 
in prices, and this morning they received 
notice of a still further advance, The price 
of some brands has reached @® a barre! 
wholesale, and dealers seem to think that it 
will go still higher during the next fort- 
night. 

The visible supply of grain Saturday, as 
compiled by the New York Produce Fx- 
change, was as follows; Wheat 22,186,000, 
decrease 211,000; corn, 239,000, decrease 
100,000; oats, 2,568,000, decreage 85,000; bar- 
ley, 811,000, decrease 129,000, 

The New York market for California 
raisins issummed up in a dispatch from 
that city as follows; “A very fair quantity 
ot California raisins was moved in this 
market during the past week, It would 
appear that the aggregate movement into 
the channels ot distribution has been better 
than for some time previoais. This improve- 
ment has been attended bya slight turn 
for the better in values. Sales were chiefly 
at $1.500¢1.40 for ordinary quality tbree 
crown loose boxes; €1.45 was secnred for 
some a littie betterthan the average, and 
$1 and upward for fancy faced stock. Three 
crown loose in bags brought 5% cents and 
that price is sald to bave been” offered on 
Saturday for a carload.
